past dozen years. These pages compose a valuable study 
of type. We also present in tabular form a list of these 
champion animals with the names of their owners and 
breeders and a list of the winning groups for get of sire 
during the past dozen years. 

There are many interesting facts in connection with 
these National champions of a dozen years. We find that 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes is the only sire with two 
offspring that have been National champions. One of 
these, Bonnie Ormsby Lass, was grand champion female 
in 1912 and is the only two-year-old ever to win the female 
National championship. The second winner for Sir Pieter- 
tie Ormsby Mercedes was his son, Tritomia Pietertje 
Ormsby, grand champion in 1921. This bull was three 
years old when made National champion and he is the 
only sire under full age during the past dozen years to 
achieve this honor. Other females under full age winning 
championships have been Crescent Beauty Butter Maid in 
1913 and Aaggie Sylvia in 1922, both four-year-olds. 

Ollie Watson Prima Donna is the only cow having two 
in the list of grand champions. Hers were both sons, the 
famous sires, Oak De Kol Ollie Homestead, champion in 
1916 and 1917, and Iowana Sir Ollie, champion in 1919. 
These two bulls are the only sires in the modern history of 
the Dairy Show to produce the first prize winning “get of 
sire” in the same show in which they won grand cham- 
pionship. Paul Calamo Korndyke, champion in 1912-13-14 
and the only three-time champion male, produced a blue 
ribbon get of sire in 1918. Besides Paul Calamo Korn- 
dyke, Oak De Kol Ollie Homestead is the only sire to win 
more than one championship. 

Among the females, Minerva Beets, of course, is out- 
standing, her five consecutive championships placing her 
in a class by herself for all dairy breeds. No other cow 
in the Holstein breed has ever won more than one cham- 
pionship. 

Oak De Kol Ollie Homestead and his son, Piebe Laura 
Ollie Homestead King are the only sire and son to produce 
first prize winning gets of sire, the former winning in 
1917 and the latter in 1922. Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead 
King was a member of the first prize get for his sire. Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes and Terracelawn Hengerveld 
Segis are the only sires winning the get of sire two differ- 
ent years, the former taking the blue in 1913 and 14 and 
the latter in 1920 and 21. Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna Lad 
and Canary Paul are each represented by a son and a 
grandson in the list of National champions. 

Crescent Beauty Butter Maid, champion in 1913, is the 
highest record cow in the list of champions, her figures in 
the 7-day division standing at 29.04 Ibs. at three years of 
age. Among the champion sires, Iowana Sir Ollie, cham-

pion in 1919, has produced the highest record offspring 
in both short-time and long-time test. Tritomia Pietertje 
Ormsby, champion in 1921, was from the highest record 
dam, a 34-lb. and 1000-lb. cow. 

The distribution by states may be of interest. In the 
male division, we find Illinois, Minnesota and Iowa tied 
with three each while Wisconsin has two and Kansas one 
to their credit in the past twelve years. In the female 
division, Illinois, the home of Minerva Beets, has as many 
championships as all other states combined with six, 
Wisconsin coming next with three, Minnesota, Washing- 
ton, and Ontario, Canada, breaking in with one each.

called a service organization. This definition grows 

out of the principal function of the Association which 

. is to record the purity of blood and the production of Hol- 
stein-Friesian cattle for those who breed them. 

Such a definition is correct as far as it goes but it 
does not foreclose the Association’s right—nay, duty— 
to function along certain lines as a selling organization. 
That duty, recognized in growing importance as the Hol- 
stein cow has widened her horizon, is responsible for 
the building up of what we call our extension service. 

During the past two years the extension service has 
grown quite materially in size and scope. It has taken 
on more lines of work. The force has been augmented 
and very naturally the ex- 
penditures have increased. 
Such increases in expendi- 
ture have been deemed by 
the Board of Directors to 
be advisable and warrant- 
ed; First to overcome iner- 
tia in the Holstein industry 
caused by the general pres- 
sure of business recession; 
Second to promote, at a 
time when the dairy indus- 
try generally is being look- 
ed upon most favorably by 
agriculture, a keener ap- 
preciation of the Holstein 
as an economic producer. 

An extension service that 
“sells” the Holstein cow 
has several different lines 
of attack. It may work 
through the young people 
in building “friends before 
we need them”. It may 
promote interest on the 
part of dairymen generally 
who are milking grade 
cows, through bull clubs, 
cow testing association ac- 
tivities, exhibits at fairs 
; and advertising. It may 
; make the path of the Hol- 
stein easier by informing 
legislative bodies of desir- 
able legislation directed not 
alone in the interests of 
the Holstein cow but in the 
interests of dairying gener- 
ally. It may through field 
work, which includes the 
activities mentioned above, 
and in addition meetings 
of breeders for the purpose 
of an exchange of ideas, 
4 promote interest in and a 
demand for Holstein cattle. 
These activities cover gen- 
erally the scope of an ex- 
tension service such as the 


T= Holstein-Friesian Association of America has been 





the value of Holstein-Fries- 
ians. 

There is, however, another field of selling effort that 
the extension service is embarking upon that has a very 
vital relation to the value of Holsteins as producers. That 
is the building of a better appreciation of Holstein-Fries- 
ian dairy products whereby a demand for the machines 
i that produce them may be created. There is plenty of 
precedent for such action on the part of our Holstein- 
Friesian extension service. The advertising pages of any 
newspaper or magazine carrying the advertisements of 
manufacturers of soaps, food products, tobacco, wearing 
apparel and a thousand other things can so testify. It 
will be argued that fundamentally the cost of such selling 
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effort should be borne by the producers cf milk rather 
than by the producers of cattle. This may be true but 
the fact remains that the preducers of a particular ‘kind 
of milk like Holstein milk must be organized. Someboqy 
must take the initiative. Somebody must start the oa 
ganization. Somebody must point the way. Some indi- 
viduals have already done this. Others need help. The 
extension committee of the Association believes it to po 
a duty devolving upon the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America to begin this work. : 
Let us face the facts. Owners of Holstein-Friesian cat. 
tle were the first breeders in America to form an orgap. 
ization for the safeguarding of the purity of the ‘bloog 
lines of the breed. The influence of this association ang 
the purebred animals of its 
members has made itself 
felt in the live stock hys. 
bandry of this country to 
an extent not equalled by 
any other dairy breed. Cap 
it also point the way to or. 
ganization to market high 
quality Holstein milk that 
will reflect an equal credit 
and profit to the dairy ip. 
dustry generally? That is 
the present extension prob- 
lem of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America. 
The present method of 
marketing milk together 
with the practice that has 
grown up of measuring the 
fat content of milk is te. 
sponsible for a public sen- 
timent against light color- 
ed, moderately rich milk 
such as the Holstein pro- 
duces. We must admit that 
such a_ sentiment exists. 
Milk is marketed more and 
more in bottles. High test- 
ing, high colored milk 
shows a better cream line 
and clever propaganda has 
taught many housewives 
that the fat content consti- 
tutes the only value that 
lies in market milk. Even 
some Holstein inen telieve 
that we ought to admit that 
these high testing milks 
are more valuable than the 
well-balanced food that 
comes from Holstein cows, 
but they overlooked one 
very important proposition. 
Probably sixty percent of 
the milk that goes into 
American homes is bought 
on account of the children 
that are to consume it in 
those homes and according

the moderate fat content of 
Holstein milk better adapts it for child feeding. 

The proponents of greater use of Holstein milk in the 
home have a well developed prejudice on the part of 
housewives for high fat milks to overcome. The weapon 
with which this prejudice may be beaten down is the 
health argument handed the Holstein advocates by the 
medical profession. It is assumed that the public will 
be taught at the same time this weapon is wielded to de 
mand quality in the milk it orders for human consump 
tion. 

The extension department through the committee of 
the board in charge of its activities has had the benefit 
of a very enlightening analysis of its milk problems by a2 
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authority who has_ been connected with the dairy in- 
dustry for many years both as a distributor of milk and 
as aD advertising expert. This authority in his analysis 
states: _— : 

“In my opinion there are two outstanding obstacles 

in the sale of Holstein milk, viz: the light color and the 
comparatively low fat content. Discussion on these points 
are unnecessary, as you are welt aware of them. I wonder, 
however, if your members are fully aware of the extent 
of these obstacles and of the gradual growth of public 
judice against your milk. 
These are the only obstacles I think we have to con- 
sider, but they are real ones—in fact, in many places they 
almost amount to a boycott. This public tendency for 
high-colored and high-fat-content milk has been coming 
on gradually for the past 20 years. It has not been the 
result of any educational activities on the part of any 
other breed organization but largely because of an utter 
lack of public education. The public is ignorant of the 
measures of milk values because they have never been 
correctly advised. My observance of the milk situation 
over a period of 18 years, and my experience in selling 
milk, convinces me that the public preference for colored, 
high-test milk has been largely brought about by com- 
petitive activities among the milk distributors. Color 
and a deep cream line has been and still is, a milk sales- 
man’s chief point of solicitation. This is not true, of 
course, in some cases, but is generally true, and those 
points have been and are being used to the exclusion 
of sanitation and actual food values. 

Now, as against these obstacles, what advantages do 
you have? They are so numerous I will not attempt to 
name them all. But from the sales point of view, you 
have the greatest selling argument of any article on the 
market—arguments which, if many commercial concerns 
possessed them, would make make millions of dollars. 

First: You already have a universal demand for and 
a universal consumption of milk and dairy products. And 
per capita consumption is on the increase. 

Second: Ycu have the largest number and the finest 
milk producing machines in the world—scattered from 
coast to coast and already producing some 60 percent 
of the total milk supply. SO you have no production 
problems that are pertinent to this analysis. This very 
predominance of cows and supply is a remarkable advan- 
tage in itself. 

Third. You have the greatest selling appeal in exist- 
ence—the appeal to the health of infants, children and in- 
valids, not considering normal adults. And the fact that a 
large portion of milk purchased by housewives is because of 
babies and children materially intensifies this advantage. 
You have an inexhaustible, dominating supply of a prod- 
uct which possesses points of merit and which, when 
they reach the serious attention of the millions of mothers 
in the United States cannot fail to create a demand never 
dreamed of by your most enthusiastic breeders. You 
have a product which is already heartily endorsed by ihe 
medical fraternity, hospitals and nurses. You have, by 
comparative tests and experience, your animals supplying 
milk to a large majority of the state institutions. You 
have a product which more nearly approaches mother’s 
milk than that from any other breed; you have a product 
which possesses many attributes for growth, health and 
physical vitality not found in the milk from other breeds. 
In fact, you have so many attractive and appealing sales 
arguments that it is rather surprising they have been 
allowed to lie dormant for so long and covered up by 
such meager influences as I mentioned in the beginning. 

Fourth: You have the financial strength to sell the 
mothers of this country so thoroughly on Holstein milk 
that your cattle would double in numbers within 10 years 
You have everything in your favor as a special milk for 
children. When it is considered what has been accom- 
plished in 10 years—how public prejudice against ‘n- 
numerable things has been turned into national hahits— 
you must see that you do not have an impossible prob- 
lem, although a problem so vital as to affect very materi- 
ally the degree of prosperity of your breed. 

In my opinion, your association must mould public 
sentiment and, therefore, must enter into a campaign of 
education. I do not mean to exclude or disregard the 
fundamentals of successful merchandizing, but I do be- 
lieve that the merchandizing factors can be effectively 
directed simultaneously with the educational campaign. 

All advertising rules teach that no product can be 
sold without consideration of at least three cardinal fac- 
tors, viz: A uniform quality product sold under an identi 
fying name and under dependable control, efficient pro- 
duction units, and consistent advertising. 

The only place where there is perhaps a present weak- 
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ness is in the matter of quality control. In the other 
points you are remarkably sufficient and in the matter 
of control you are fully capable. 

You are not confronted with a sales problem where any 
particular local market can be literally captured in a 
short time for any appreciable period by chewing gum, 
face powder or soap-selling methods; you are dealing with 
the most valuable health product in the world and you 
are dealing with mothers, who hold the health of their 
children above every other earthly consideration. Once 
you have convinced the mothers of America by medical 
and other evidence that Holstein milk will make their 
children grow strong and healthy, there’s no power under 
the sun—not even a price, can stop them from buying 
it—and you will then have established a reputation for 
your cattle and their product which will mean permanent 
and lasting prosperity for your breeders. 


I fully appreciate that a large proportion of your breed- 
ers are not facing the. problems of a fluid milk market. 
In fact, your fluid milk producers are relatively small. 
But I also fully appreciate that the value of the Holstein 
industry contains two distinct units of value—one the 
cattle, the other the products. I don’t know the relative 
value of these units, but believe I am safe in considering 
the 50-50 for the purpose of illustrating my point. 


We can point to two or three localities, such as the 
Philadelphia district, where moderate fat milk is on the 
verge of being displaced. This hits the Holstein pro- 
ducers. Is this because the Holstein cow is not an eco- 
nomical producer No. Is it because of any physical 
deficiencies of the animals. Hardly. It is because her 
butter, cheese or evaporated milk is inferior in quality? 
Certainly not. It is solely because the mind of the Phil- 
adelphia consuming public has been educated to deman‘ 
a high color and a deep cream line as visible in the bottle. 
That situation is a serious handicap to the Holstein breed 
in general, and its effect is far-reaching. It affects the 
sale of Holstein cattle in general. It concerns every 
breeder in the United States. Yet it is done by a com- 
paratively infinitesimal part of total rival breeders who 
sell their output as fluid milk. Can any one consistently 
say that if that local condition could be remedied through 
the efforts of the National Association, such money ex- 
penditures would be inequitable, even though so minute 
a portion of the membership were directly benefited? 


Any machine is depreciated in value if its products 
are discriminated against. The efficiency of your pro- 
ducing machine is now established, but I seriously doubt 
if this reputation can survive or count for much if your 
selling points are permitted to be depreciated and they 
are being depreciated chiefly by a mere spattering of 
high fat milk breed advocates who are _ insignificantly 
small in numbers and whose number of animals are also 
small.”’ 

An objection is advanced by those, who, while they 
recognize the importance of doing something to increase 
the demand for Holstein milk, do not favor the Associa- 
tion’s embarking upon any plan of national advertising 
of the product. They protest by such advertising the com- 
paratively small percentage of breeders who own purebred 
Holstein cows and who through the Association’s funds 
would pay the bill for such advertising would thus be 
compelled to foot the bill for a benefit that would reach 
the entire Holstein dairy industry. That objection is 
answered by proponents of the plan with the statement 
that even a slight increase in the popularity of Holstein 
milk would so affect the market for Holstein cows as to 
immediately and very materially enhance the value of 
the purebreds owned by all the members of the Associa- 
tion. One can readily appreciate that this might be so, 
particularly since the cooperative milk producers associa- 
tions are solving their problems by disposing of the sur- 
plus milk supply. A _ slight increase, compared to the 
total of production, in consumption of Holstein milk, as 
such, would have a very appreciable effect on the market 
for Holstein milk and in turn, of course, upon the market 
for the machines that make it. 


The difficulty at present according to the extension de- 
partment is that while the Holstein cow is producing the 
bulk of the milk that goes into the consumers’ homes, that 
milk is not being sold as Holstein milk but unidentified, its 
praises unsung, is being used by the distributor to supply 
an increasingly growing demand for milk as food, while 
a small amount of high testing, high colored milk is get- 
ting the premium, a part of which at least should go to 
the producers of Holstein milk who are certainly making 
a product that is best suited for the children who consume 
sixty percent of the milk used.

is Pietertje 2d 3273 H. H. B., imported as a five- 

year-old cow in 1882 by A. Bradley, Lee, Massachu- 
setts. She was bred by T. K. Cuperus, Boxun, Friesland, 
and was recognized as a very promising young cow. Her 
dam, Pietertje, gave 93% lbs. milk in a day in the 
presence of Mr. Bradley before the purchase of the 
daughter was completed. At the time of importation 
she was in calf and the following June, after the im- 
portation in November, she dropped the bull, Pietertje 
2d’s Holland King 9843, the property of Mr. Bradley. 
Shortly after the importation arrived, Pietertje 2d and 
her son were purchased by Elizur Smith, Lee, Massachu- 
setts, a neighbor of Mr. Bradley. Before making the 
sale Mr. Bradley bred her to his herd sire, Keyes 6th 
1692 H. H. B. and for Mr. Smith she dropped a daughter, 
Milla 6408 H. H. B., later re-registered as Pietertje 3d 
11244 H. F. H. B. In 1884, Pietertje and her son and 
young daughter were purchased by Dallas B. Whipple, 
of Cuba, New York. In July of the following year, she 
dropped another heifer calf, Pietertje 4th 11245, sired 
by Netherland Duke, and milked 103% lbs. in a day but 
was not in condition to be continued for a year’s test. 
She was given a rest before her next calving, in February 
1887, at which time she dropped another heifer calf also 
by Netherland Duke. She was dry about four months 
before this calving, which was at the age of ten years, 
nine months, twenty-two days. On February 24, 1887,, 
five days after freshening, she commenced her record 
breaking test, which by months, was as follows:

Pietertje 2d was milked only three times per day during 
this record and carried twin calves for the last three 
months of the test. She was fed, according to a published 
statement of the owner, twenty to twenty-eight pounds 
per day of a grain mixture of ground oats and bran with 
potatoes all the year for succulent with turnips in season 
and grass during the summer with Timothy hay and corn 
stalks for roughage during the winter. The record was 
most carefully authenticated and many affadavits from 
prominent citizens from that section of the country were 
presented in support of the authenticity of the 
performance. 

The following description of Pietertje 2d appears in 
Volume 2 of the Holstein-Friesian Advanced Register. It 
will be noted that this description was written and the 
measurements, etc., were taken by Solomon Hoxie, then 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry.

H. H. B.; who on August 17, 1886, a year and one-half 
earlier, had completed her record of 26,021 Ibs., 2 oz. milk. 
In this connection, it may be interesting to present the 
following table showing the successive world’s champions 
for milk production in year test since Dowager began 
the first annual record of production in the herd of Gerrit 
S. Miller in March 1870:

Following the completion of her record, which was 
in February 1888, Pietertje 2d dropped a pair of twins 
on August 28, 1888. These were the bull, Pietertje 2d’s 
Koningin 10625, and the heifer, Pietertje 6th 13967, sired 
by Koningin’s Van Friesland 5th’s Netherland, a son of 
Netherland Duke, who was a maternal brother to Nether- 
land Prince. So far as the records show, Pietertje 2d 
never freshened again. In the year 1889 or ’90, the entire 
Pietertje family, including Pietertje 2d, her four daugh- 
ters and two sons, was sold by Mr. Whipple to J. B. 
Dutcher & Son, Pawling, New York, who at that time 
also owned De Kol 2d and Pauline Paul. The catalog 
of the Maplecroft herd, issued by J. B. Dutcher & Son in 
1890, therefore; contained a most interesting aggregation 
of foundation blood lines. 

Pietertje 2d’s Holland King, the oldest son of Pietertje 
2d, imported in dam, has a number of famous descendants, 
although none of his daughters were ever officially 
tested. His son, Sievia Keyes’ Pietertje, out of a daughter 
of Keyes 6th, who sired Pietertje 3d, is grandsire of the 
sire of Mercedes Julip’s Pietertje, the first 29-lb. A. R. O. 
cow of the breed and famous as the grandam of King 
Segis and Jack Mercedes, who sired Sir Pietertje Ormsby

the pedigree of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes on his 
dam’s side, Pietertje Maid Ormsby’s grandam being a 
daughter of Jeltje S’ Netherland’s Pietertje, who was by 
Pietertje 2d’s Holland King. Jeltje S’ Netherland’s 
Pietertje also appears on the five-generation pedigree 
of two other 1000-lb. fat producers, these being California 
Pietertje Bloom Mead, whose dam is a granddaughter of 
this sire and Aaggie Acme of Riverside 2d, former world’s 
champion in strictly official yearly test, whose dam is 
a great granddaughter of this sire. Valdessa Scott 2d, 
the first 40-lb. cow of the breed is also a direct descendant 
of Pietertje 2d’s Holland King, through the sire, Agatha 
Netherland Pietertje. Pietertje 2d’s Konigin, the second 
and youngest son of Pietertje 2d, has one A. R. O. daugh- 
ter, Agnes De Kol’s Ellen, who made at 2 years, 11 months, 
a record of 13.68 lbs. butter, 312.0 lbs. milk, this butter 
record standing as the highest in this class at the time 
when made. This daughter was the dam of Manor Jo- 
sephine De Kol, who sired Pontiac Korndyke, and thus 
the blood of Pietertje 2d through this line has played an 
important part in the development of Holstein history. 
Pietertje 2d’s Koningin had three proven sons, of which 
Netherland De Kol’s Perfection was the sire of Lord 
Netherland De Kol, while De Kol 2d’s Queen’s Pietertje, 
another son, appears in the pedigrees of the 1000-lb. fat 
producers through his son, Lamb De Kol Pietertje. Both 
of these sons were from daughters of De Kol 2d, while 
the daughter referred to Agnes De Kol’s Ellen was from 
a daughter of De Kol 2d’s Prince. 

The daughters of Pietertje 2d, likewise, made splendid 
records for yearly milk production, Pietertje 3d, the oldest 
daughter, standing for many years as the highest producer 
in the four-year-old class. She also made at the age of 
1 year, 10 months, the very exceptional record of 17,927 
lbs. milk, the evenness of her performance being indicated 
by the fact that her best day’s production was 60 lbs., 14 
oz., on the day before she was two years of age. As a 
four-year-old, she made a 7-day record of 24,126 lbs., 2 oz. 
milk, according to the private figures of her owner. As 
a six-year-old, she made a butter record of 27 lb., 8% oz. 
in 7 days, with on A. R. record under the old system of 
110 Ibs., 6% oz. butter in 30 days. Pietertje 4th, at the 
age of 2 years, 4 months, made a year record under the 
old A. R. system of 15,034 lbs., 2 oz. and Pietertje 5th 
has a private record as a two-year-old of 13 lb., 3 oz. butter 
in 7 days. These figures were quite outstanding at that 
time. Pietertje 5th is represented in the pedigrees of 
the 1000-lb. fat producers by her son Pietertje 5th’s De 
Kol, by De Kol 2d’s Netherland, who is double grandsire 
of Jondine, grandam of Finderne Pride Johanna Rue, 
first 1400-lb. butter producer. 

The best daughter of Pietertje 2d. from the standpoint 
of transmitting qualities, as well as production, was 
Pietertje 3d, the oldest daughter. She is dam of Milla’s 
Pietertje Netherland, who is generally regarded as one 
of the greatest transmitting sires of the breed. She also 
handed down the Pietertje quality through her daughter, 
Pietertje 3d’s Albina, by Netherland Alban, this cow 
being the dam of Pietertje Alban De Kol, who appears 
in the pedigrees of a number of the 1000-lb. fat producers 
and through her son, Sir Pietertje Josephine Mechthilde, 
whose son, Worthemall Sir Pietertje, sired both of the 
famous sons of Alta Posch, who have had so much to 
do with making the reputation for the Posch family.

Milla’s Pietertje Netherland, son of Pietertje 3d, gets 
his name from the fact that Pietertje 3d was originally 
registered as Milla, and the Netherland comes through 
his sire Duke Netherland, a son of Netherland Prince 
and Netherland Duchess. Milla’s Pietertje Netherland 
spent his lifetime at the head of the herd of Henry 
Stevens & Son, Lacona, N. Y. He was purchased as 
young calf by this firm from Dallas B. Whipple, being in 
service here until at an advanced age he was sent to 
the butcher on account of his unmanageable disposition, 
Although he lived before the day when advanced registry 
testing was prominent, Milla’s Pietertje Netherland has 
ten A. R. O. daughters, the leader being Inka 4th’s Pieter. 
tje Rose with 21.90 lbs. butter in 7 days as a senior four- 
year-old, (World’s record when made) closely followed 
by Pietertje Hengerveld with 2185 lbs., also in four-year. 
old form. He has sixteen proven sons and twenty-six 
producing daughters. Undoubtedly his most famous 
daughters are Pietertje Hengerveld and Magadora, the two 
daughters out of Netherland Hengerveld. Magadora was 
dam of Hengerveld De Kol, a sire which many breeders 
would select as the greatest transmitting sire of the breed, 
while Pietertje Hengerveld was the dam of Pietertje 
Hengerveld’s Count De Kol and Pietertje Hengerveld’s Paul 
De Kol. Other outstanding daughters are Pleasant Valley 
Maid’s Pietertje, who appears in the pedigree of King Se- 
gis; Pietertje Kekke who is to be found in the pedigree of 
De Kol Plus Segis Dixie, world’s champion for one and 
two years’ production, and also of Champion Dora Korn- 
dyke, former Holstein champion for two consecutive year’s 
work. The daughters of Milla’s Pietertje Netherland figure 
prominently in the pedigrees of King Segis, Hengerveld 
De Kol, Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kel, Pietertje 
Hengerveld’s Paul De Kol, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
and Homestead Jr. De Kol, which is a fair list of later 
day foundation sires. He also appers on both sides of the 
pedigree of Lillian Walker through two of his sons, and 
Segis Pietertje Prospect, world’s champion for one year’s 
milk production since 1920 and for two years’ production 
since the summer of 1923, traces to him no less than 
fifteen times through both sons and daughters and twice 
additional to Pietertje 2d through her two sons Pietertje 
2d’s Holland King and Pietertje 2d’s Koningin, and it 
is significant that this outstanding milk producer whose 
two records at the date of this writing stand first and 
second, both greater than any other cow has ever pro- 
duced, and who traces to Milla’s Pietertje Netherland 
more times than any other cow in the list of 1000-lb. 
fat producers with the single exception of May Walker 
Ollie Homestead, former American champion, with her 
production of 1523.24 lbs. butter, 31,610.6 lbs. milk in 4 
year, who traces to him a total of sixteen times. Several 
others trace from eight to twelve times to this famous 
sire and sixty-one of the first seventy-five 1000-Ib. fat 
producers in the United States and Canada trace to 
Milla’s Pietertje Netherland a total of 274 times. From 
this statement, it will be seen that Milla’s Pietertje 
Netherland has indeed played a leading part in perpetuat- 
ing the name of Pietertje 2d and handing it down to the 
present day generation.

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Advertising Holstein Milk 


DVERTISING has been so successful at educating the 
A buying public that it seems feasible for the National 

Association to undertake a campaign of education 
as to the value of Holstein milk. We would not favor a 
proposition which would involve the National Association 
permanently in a plan for advertising Holstein milk, but 
we do see merit enough in such a plan to suggest that the 
National Association should consider and if feasible in- 
augurate a plan that the producers of Holstein milk could 
themselves take up later and carry through to completion. 

Without citing Wrigley, Palmolive and other advertis- 
ing friends to whom we often turn we can point to the 
value of educational advertising in forming the buying 
habits of the public. Educational advertising transformed 
prejudice against the safety razor, tractor, milking ma- 
chine, cream separator, B. V. D. underwear and a hundred 
other—at one time new propositions and at one time con- 
sidered impractical—into national conveniences and habits. 

Public opinion at one time believes that the vacuum 
cleaner wore out rugs, that the laundry destroyed clothes, 
that the cream separator wasted butterfat and the milking 
machine ruined cows. Weak hearted manufacturers threw 
up their hands and said they couldn’t swim againsst such 
a stream, but the manufacturers who had faith and the 
determination to overcome prejudice are pointed out today 
as successes in their lines. They not only believed their 
ideas were right but they compelled the public to believe 
them also. They took the objections, discussed them, set 
up the merits and by educational, consistent and constant 
advertising wove those merits into the fabric of the public’s 
every-day existence. 

It is probably true that house to house canvassing 
might have eventually accomplished the task, but what 
manufacturer could have absorbed such a cost? It was 
national advertising that did the job. A writer in a recent 
issue of Printer’s Ink Monthly brings up specific instances 
which are counterparts of the Holstein milk man’s problem 
of getting the public to buy Holstein milk. He says: 

“Another product that suffered for years be- 
cause of the dicta of common sense was the oil 
stove. People were afraid of it, because they 
thought it would blow up. Even if it didn’t 
blow up they knew that it was sure to gather 
about it a number of stuffy and disagreeable 
odors. 

“But a number of makers of oil stoves 
knew that their products were not dangerous 
and that the odor of the oil stove was not more 
disagreeable than that of the gas or coal 
range. So they began advertising the clean- 
ness and economy of the oil stove. 

“When Gail Borden set up his first conden- 
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sary the bad fairy of taboo was not inviteg 
to the laying of the corner stone, whereupon 

she set out to spread the idea that canneg 
milk was all wrong. A glance through the aq- 
vertising pages will show how Borden and Car- 
nation and Dairylea are being advertised as 
though no taboo ever existed. 

“One of the big obstacles to electrical devices 
has been the idea that they cost a great dea) 
of money to operate. To overcome this elec. 
trical manufacturers have shown in their ag. 
vertising the exact cost of operating various 
devices. 

“Auto-Vac ice cream freezers are becoming 
increasingly popular because advertising has 
finally convinced the housekeeper that turning 
a crank is not necessarily a basic part of ice 
cream making. 

“When custom or common sense or taboo 
stands with its hands on the gates of produc- 
tion, advertising is the instrument which will 
pry away those hands and open the gates. 
Quietly, effectively and crushingly it goes 
about its business of overcoming prejudice and 
building business on the firm basis of con- 
sumer approval and demand.” 

The advertising salesman of Holstein milk has the 
advantage of talking about a product that is already in 
universal demand—milk. He had the added great advan. 
tage of talking about the health and well-being of the 
children of America for whom sixty per cent of the milk 
that goes into American homes is bought. 

One expert studying the Holstein problem finds an ad. 
ditional reason why national advertising in women’s maga- 
zines is going to be effective for Holstein interests. He 
says: 

“The per capita consumption of milk and 
dairy products is gradually increasing. A na- 
tion-wide educational job is being done to point 
out the health values of milk, especially for 
infants and children. Who has been doing it? 

The amount of national paid space used to pro- 
claim the merits of milk and dairy products 
has been negligible. The National Dairy 
Council is doing a worthy job in a few local 
communities. The big, outstanding job of edu- 
cating the public on the merits of milk and 
dairy products has been assumed and done by 
the leading women’s magazines themselves— 
in high-priced space and by high-paid authori- 
ties such as Dr. McCollum, Dr. Emmet Holt, 
Dr. Wiley, Dr. Emelyn L. Coolidge, Mrs. Caro- 
line French Benton, Alice Bradley and other 
leading authorities among women. These 
magazines have been doing an invaluable job 
for the dairy industry—not because of the ac- 
tivities of the dairymen—but in spite of them.” 

Among the outstanding reasons which this expert 
gives for predicting the certain success for a nation-wide 
advertising campaign for Holstein milk of standard 
quality are: 

Predominance in supply, the health merit 
of the product, ability to put out a high stand- 
ard quality, educational cooperation by the wo- 
men’s magazines, financial strength and abil- 
ity to carry out a plan once adopted. 

The breeders of Holstein cattle know what advertis- 
ing has been able to accomplish in the way of popular- 
izing strains within the breed, selling animals 
bred on one coast into states bordering on_ the 
other, distributing animals from one _ breeder’s herd 
to practically every state in the union, making 
a man a national figure in the breeding of Holsteins. 
They ought to be able, as Holstein milk men, to put into 
successful operation a national campaign for Holstein 
milk. There are many reasons why it should succeed and 
we have heard of no obstacle that cannot be overcome.

Holstein-Friesian Foundations 


OR years there has been a growing demand for a con- 

venient reference work descriptive of the principal 

foundation families of the Holstein-Friesian breed. 
While this type of material has been presented quite 
regularly through the columns of the World, there has 
been no complete book of reference to which the busy 
breeder could turn and find conveniently just what he 
wanted to know about the different families. This lack has 
been felt especially by the many new recruits in the Hol- 
stein ranks. These men were eager for information that 
would be helpful to them in laying herd foundations as 
well as in building up constructively. 

So frequent have been the requests for information as 
to where such a book could be obtained that the World 
decided to put forth the effort and expense necessary to 
provide it. We had the sources of information at hand 
and the pictures necessary to completeness, while the 
Subject itself has been the lifetime study of our editors. 
The book “Holstein-Friesian Foundations,” which we hope 
to have ready for display at the National Dairy Exposition, 
was the result. 

Holstein-Friesian Foundations is a book of 176 pages, 
slightly larger than the pages upon which the Holstein- 
Friesian World is printed. The main feature of the book 
is a series of sketches of thirty-eight of the principal 
foundation families of the Holstein-Friesian breed. The 
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sketch of the Pietertje Family appearing as one of the 
features of this issue is a sample of the arrangement and 
type of material included. There is also an introductory 
chapter, outlining briefly the early history of the breed, 
its origin, and early introduction to the shores of America. 
This also contains an analysis of the blood lines and 
breeding theories represented in the pedigrees of the 
breed’s greatest producers. A special feature is a geneo- 
logical table, covering the ‘ancestry of all of the 1000-lb. 
fat producers traced back to importation. Five genera- 
tion World pedigrees of the first seventy-five cows in the 
United States and Canada with records above this mark 
are presented. The pictures of seventy-four of these sev- 
enty-five Dairy Queens appear in connection with their 
pedigrees, only one from the whole gallery being missing. 
There are altogether about thrée hundred illustrations 
in the book. These include early pictures and drawings 
of the leading foundation animals together with their most 
distinguished descendants. 

This material is being attractively printed on a quality 
of paper especially designed to bring out the pictures 
pleasingly and the binding will be in keeping with the 
rest of the book. All in all we are frank to admit our 
pride as the authors and publishers of Holstein-Friesian 
Foundations. There is to be a cloth bound edition which 
will sell for two dollars a copy and another in a special 
“Marvelhide” binding that will be distributed in comnec- 
tion with subscriptions to the Holstein-Friesian World.

The’ British-Friesian, Dunninald 
Daphne 14532, has set a new British 
record for milk production over alj 
ages and breeds with 31,597.75 Ibs, 
milk to her credit in the first 314 days 
of her test. She is still milking nearly 
70 lbs. a day and it is expected she 
will come close to the 35,000-lb. mark 
for the year. The new champion was 
nearly ten years old at her date of 
freshening and as indicated by the 
photograph which we present through 
the courtesy of the Agricultural Ga- 
zette in London, is a cow of massive 
size and great capacity. It is stated 
that she consumed nearly 50 Ibs. of 
concentrates a day during a part of 
her year, with roughage and roots in 
proportion. She is owned by &. 
Furness. 


The Deposed British Champion 


This photograph, also by the courtesy 
of the Agricultural Gazette, London, 
shows Brookside Colantha 17060, who 
was the British Champion milk pro- 
ducer over all breeds until surpassed 
by Dunninald Daphne. Her figures 
were 31,551.25 lbs. milk with 883 Ibs. 
fat. She was the first cow in Europe 
to make a record above 30,000 Ibs. 
milk. Brookside Colantha, like the 
new champion, is a very creditable in- 
dividual showing great capacity, al- 
though, as she is dun colored, she 
would not be eligible to registry in 
the American Herd Book. Brookside 
Colantha was owned until her recent 
death by the Hache Herd. 





A Deposed American 
Champion 


Jennie Nudine Uilkje 217718 has 
held the American championship for 
butter production in the ten-months 
division since the first year of that 
test with the present calving require 
ments. Her figures were 867.45 lbs. 
fat (1084.31 lbs. butter) with 21,225.1 
ibs. milk. She was beaten last year 
by the Canadian Holstein, Orndyke 
Pietertje Korndyke 2d, who made a 
record above 1100 lbs. butter in the 
10-months period. She has just been 
beaten out for the American record by 
the famous Adirondac Wietske Dairy 
Maid, whose figures are 1090.15 Ibs. 
butter with the world’s record milk 
production of 27,577.3 lbs. The de- 
posed champion was owned by the 
Ramsey County Home, North St. Paul, 
Minnesota.

Cattle Congress. Bob is entirely com- 
petent to give satisfaction throughout 
such a schedule, which takes him 
from one coast to the other. Bob cer- 
tainly ought to know the good ones 
as he had a prominent part in making 
the True Type animals, as adopted by 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, and he has also been in the 
ring with a few good ones during his 
show ring days. For six consecutive 
years, he won National champion- 
ships with cows, five times with 
Minerva Beets, and during three of 
those years won the male champion- 
ship also with Paul Calamo Korndyke. 
No other Holstein sire has ever won 
three National championships and no 
other cow of any breed has 
approached the showing of Minerva 
Beets. 


At the Pacific International, Haeger 
will follow four or five years under 
Moscrip. The change was made this 
year because it was felt that more of 
the animals from the National Dairy 
Show would come West for the Port- 
land Show if the same judge was not 
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to officiate at the two expositions. It 
is hoped that there will be a good 
showing of Eastern cattle in a train- 
load shipment from Syracuse for 
Portland. 





“ADIRONDAC” QUALIFIES FOR 
ANOTHER WORLD’S RECORD 


Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid 
dropped a fine bull calf on August 
25 and thereby qualified for a 305-day 
record in connection with her recent 
year’s test, her third above 31,000 lbs. 
milk and 1000 lbs. butterfat. Her 305- 
day production is 1090.15 lbs. butter, 
27,577.3 lbs. milk, the butter record 
being a new United States record, ex- 
ceeded only by one Canadian produc- 
er, and the milk record establishes a 
world’s record, with over 1500 Ibs. to 
spare. The previous American rec- 
ord was 1084.31 lbs. butter held by 
the Minnesota cow, Jennie Nudine 
Uilkje. The high mark is that of the 
Canadian cow, Orndyke  Pietertje 
Korndyke 2d, with 1122.50 lbs. butter 
in Canadian R. O. P. The previous 
high mark for milk production was 
26,233 lbs. by the New Hampshire 
cow, Walker Hartje Spofford. 

The bull calf dropped at this calv- 
ing is sired by the senior Bridgford 
herd sire, King Mead Colantha Prilly, 
whose dam is a three-quarters sister 
to King Segis Alcartra Prilly, and will 
finish her yearly test within two 
months as a junior three-year-old with 
approximately 1200 lbs. butter. This 
youngster is one of the greatest yearly 
record calves yet dropped in the 
Bridgford herd.

Her production dur- 
ing the two days of her official period 
was 5.894 lbs. fat. She has a previous 
record of over 1100 lbs. butter in a 
year. Piebe Laura Veeman Artis, 
another daughter of the same sire 
owned by the Minn. Holstein Co., is 
now getting along toward the home 
stretch of her year’s test, which is 
expected to closely crowd the work 
of her sister, the United States cham- 
pion, May Walker Ollie Homestead. 
Mamsell Johanna, owned by C. L 
Spaulding, of Warren, has the second 
highest total for the month and is ex: 
pected to close her second record 
above 30,000 lbs. She will probably 
be the first cow of the breed to make 
two 30,000-lb. records of which one 
was made at less than full age. 
Neeltje Mercedes De Kol Homeland, 
who already has a record above 1400 
Ibs. butter in a year with over 30,000 
lbs. milk, is going good on another 
year’s work. 





More Idaho Records Broken 

Ida U Segis Colantha 558676, a jun- 
ior three-year-old heifer, owned by 
the University of Idaho has set a new 
pace for Idaho junior three-year-old 
Holsteins in the seven and thirty-day 
divisiors by producing 488.6 pounds 
of milk and 22.60 pounds of fat equiv- 
alent to 28.25 pounds of butter in 
seven days and 2357.9 pounds of milk 
and 86.91 pounds of fat equivalent to 
108.63 pounds of butter in thirty days. 
By these records she displaces Fern- 
dale Alice Mercena 2d 324453 owned 
by the Intermountain Institute in the 
seven-day division with 449.2 pounds 
of milk and 20.615 pounds fat equiv- 
alent to 25.76 pounds of butter. And 
in the thirty-day division she dis- 
places her own half sister and stable 
mate, Idaho Segis Walker Colantha 
477205 whose record is 2043.8 pounds 
of milk and 70.71 pounds of fat equiv- 
alent to 88.38 pounds of butter.

Her 
show ring winnings speak for her 
type. In 1922 she was second prize 
two-year-old cow at the Western 
Royal Livestock Show at Spokane 
and was a member of the fifth prize 
get-of-sire at the Pacific International 
at Portland the same year.

those through Milla’s Pietertje Netherland, thus giving 
Pietertje 2d a total of 392 appearances in the seventy-five 
pedigrees. 

Sons of Milla’s Pietertje Netherland include Inka 
Princess’ Pietertje Netherland, Inka’s Pietertje Nether- 
land, Pietertje Hartog, Pietertje Goudgeld and Lord 
Pietertje Koningen Keyes, as perhaps his best transmitting 
sons, although a number of others are to be found in 
the pedigrees of the Dairy Queens in the back of this book. 

From the foregoing sketch, it will we seen that the 
Pietertje blood has a real basis of ability as no other cow 
has ever held a production record in the Holstein-Friesian 
breed for.as many years as Pietertje 2d stood unchal- 
lenged.

meeting of Califoria Holstein-Friesian Association at 

California State Fair grounds on the evening of September 

4. The fiftecn cfficers and directors for the coming year 


were elected as follows; W. J. Higdon, Tulare, president;

Holsteins at Syracuse 


(STAFF CORRESPONDENCE) 








York State Fair was rather 

better than the usual Syracuse 
standard, which is to be expected in 
view of the National Dairy Show to 
be held in that city next month. 
Yates Farms of Orchard Park, N. Y., 
had a splendid exhibit, which will be 
seen at the National and won the 
honor of largest and best Holstein 
exhibit. Their new herd sire, Count 
Paul Echo Posch won senior and 
grand championship. First among 
the out-of-state exhibitors was John 
M. Dennis of Riderwood, Md., who 
will also be seen at the Eastern 
States and National shows. The 
great Dennis five-year-old, Westview 
De Kol Walker, one of the leading 
four-year-olds of last year’s show 
circuit and fresh from her triumph 
at the Maryland State Fair was made 
senior and grand champion, standing 
first in one of the best classes of aged 
cows that Syracuse has seen in some 
years, in fact it was one of the best 
rings of the year in any show. 


In the aged bull class, the judge, 
R. E, Haeger, had to make a fairly 
close decision between the two Yates 
entries, Count Paul Echo Posch and 
Prince Colanthus Abbekerk Sylvia, 
the latter being \last vear’s grand 
champion at Syracuse. The judge 
finally awarded the blue to Count 
Paul Echo Posch, as he considered 
him slightly better in the head, 
through the middle and at the rump, 
as well as being in somewhat better 
show condition. The well-known prize 
winner, Carnot, exhibited by H. F. 
Farrington of Lowville, N. Y., who as 
a 3-year-old won first at the National, 
took third over Woodmont Echo 
Sylvia Champion, another very good 
bull exhibited by LeRoy Munro of 
Jordan, N. Y. 


In the three-year-old class,

Star General Champion, exhibited by 
Washington County Holstein Club, 
won his third successive blue ribbon. 





He was first prize yearling and junior 
champion two years ago, first prize 
two-year-old last year and has now 
gone through with the blue as a three- 
year-old. Last year, one of his sons 
was junior champion and this year 
one of his daughters was one of the 
strongest contenders for junior 
championship. 

Yates Farms showed a brother to 
their grand champion for first in the 
two-year-old classand another brother 
stood first among the yearlings, a 
Dennis entry taking second in both 
classes 

In the bull calf class, Buster Pieter- 
tje De Kol, owned by A. C. Parker, 
Lebanon, N. Y., won over the Powell 
and Yates entries in second and third 
place and was made junior champion 
of the show. 


Female Classes 
The class of twenty-three aged 
cows would have compared favorably 


with that class at any of the state 


fairs this year. Westview De Kol 
Walker, exhibited by John M. Dennis 
was considered the pick of the lot. 
She has all kinds of style and quality, 
although not showing to best advant- 
age, being nearly dry. She will be 
only a week away from freshening at 
the time of the National. Yates Farm 
entries stood second and third, the 
decision being fairly close between 
the three leaders of the class. The 
veteran breeder and show man, E. A. 
Powell, had seven entries in this 
class, two of which placed fourth and 
fifth, with another just outside the 
money. 

In the three-year-old class, it was 
Yates, Dennis, and Powell, in the 
order named. The two-year-old class 
developed a contest between Dennis 
and Yates and the Dennis entries 
finally won first and third with the 
two Yates heifers second and fourth. 

H. F. Farrington of Lowville 
showed two splendid senior yearlings 
for first and third, with a Yates entry 





in between. Farrington’s best heifer, 
a big strong yearling, very close to 
perfect in type, was made junior 
champion. 

The best junior yearling was ex- 
hibited by the Washington County 
Club, being a daughter of their first 
prize three-year-old, North Star 
General Champion. If she had been 
a bit smoother over the withers, she 
would have given the Farrington 
heifer a real race for junior cham- 
pionship. Frank P. Knowles of 
Auburn, Mass, who nearly always 
shows at Syracuse, had second and 
fourth in this class. As usual, the 
Knowles entries were very well fitted, 
perhaps in some cases somewhat 
over-fitted, as we believe some of the 
heifers would have shown to rather 
better advantage had they not been 
quite so fat. 

In the calf class, the Yates entries 
by three different sires, won first, 
third, and fourth, with a Dennis calf 
in second place. The Washington 
County calf in fifth place, another 
daughter of their first prize three- 
year-old bull, was a very large hand- 
some calf but of somewhat different 
type from the four heifers that placed 
above her and for that reason, the 
judge felt he had to place her either 
first or fifth and liked the Yates calf 
too well to turn her down. 

There were Several good entries 
in the class for Advanced Registry 
cow bred and owned in New York 
State. The winner of this class will 
be announced later, as the computa- 
tions will have to be made according 
to the size of the various records. 
Each cow was scored on a basis of 
100 for perfect one point being added 
for each pound of butterfat above 15 
in 7-day test.

herds were on exhibition, Yates win- 
ning first and third, Dennis second 


and fifth, and Washington County 
fourth. ; 
The yearling herd, consisting of 


yearling bull and two yearling heif- 
ers, had only four entries, Yates, 
Dennis, Knowles, and Powell, placing 
in the order named. Yates took both 
first and second on calf herd, consist- 
ing of one bull and one heifer calf, 
bred and owned by exhibitor. LeRoy 
Munro was a good strong second. 

Eight groups of get of sire were 
exhibited, of which three were owned 
by Yates Farms, two of the Yates 
groups winning first and fifth. The 
first prize group, consisting of get of 
Count Paul Posch, included the grand 
champion bull and other prize win- 
ners. Dennis showed the get of King 
Pontiac Netherland Pershing for 
second place, while third went to 
Washington County on get of North 
Star General Champion, this group 
consisting of three good heifers and 
a bull that did not quite measure up 
to the standard set by his sisters. 

In the class for produce of cow, 
Powell won first on two aged cows, 
both of which were inside the money 
in the open class. Yates showed his 
first prize two-year-old bull and a 
good junior yearling heifer for second 
place, third and fourth going to 
Dennis entries. 

Yates and Powell were the only 
two entries in the class for four cows 
over three years old, placing in the 
order named and Yates had the only 
entry in class for choice four females, 
two years old or over, bred by ex-

The County Herds 

Five New York State counties were 
entered in the county herd competi- 
tion. Several more had been ex- 
pected but for one or another reason, 
were unable to fill out the classes. 
These county herds were made up of 
the same as the state herds at the 
National, consisting of bulls two 
years old or over, yearling bull and 
bull calf, three cows three years old 
or over, and one entry in each of the 
other female classes, there being no 
junior calf class at Syracuse this 
year. No one exhibitor was allowed 
more than four entries in the county 
herd, which was of course a handican 
to Erie County, home of the Yates 
herd.

The exhibit of Holsteins at Louis- 
ville this year proved unusually 
strong and the Supt. of Dairy Cattle, 
Perry Gaines remarked that with 
such a good exhibit the Holstein men 
had earned the right to request any 
reasonable concessions from the 
management. Next year new classes 
will be added and probably more 
money offered in the Holstein classes. 
Prof. Hugh L. Van Pelt proved both 
a capable and careful judge of the 
show. 

Eqhibitors included Carnation 
Stock Farm of Seattle, Wash.; Cor- 
win Farm, Rock Valley, Iowa; Elmer 
Frazier, Middleton, Ind.; H. O. Lar- 
sen, Dike, Iowa; Joe Hill, Richmond, 
Ind.; and the following Kentucky 
breeders: Henderson Bros.; Shelby- 
ville; Smith & Clarke, Long Run; J. 
C. Feddler, Buechel; Kentucky Hol- 
stein Farm, Bardstown; and several 
club boys.

Let us examine for a moment the 
attitude of the distributor toward the 
fat quality of milk. Expert advice 
furnished the extension department 
upon this phase of the problem runs 
in this fashion: 

“It is very obvious that’ the milk 
distributor and the existing machinery 
of city milk distribution is a very 
vital cog in any plan or program to 
be considered. In fact it is so vital 
and essential as to mean the eventual 
suecess or ultimate failure of an at- 
tempt to popularize the Holstein 


progpct. . 


In this respect we have to consider 
an established system or middle man 
who stands between Holstein prod- 
ucts and consumers, and we must 
have his support—and if not his pres- 
ent cooperation—at least not his re- 
sistance. 

The city milk distributor is purely 
a merchant dealing in all forms of 
dairy products. He is not a breeder 
and his interests are not for nor 
against any particular breed only to 
the extent that his sales volume and 
sales growth is concerned. He is 100 
percent commercial and his sales ac- 
tivities are governed primarily along 
the lines of least resistance. If the 
public demands a deep cream line and 
color, it is his business as a business 
man—to supply that demand if pos- 
sible. He is confronted with the 
keenest sort of competition. No dis- 
tributor ever made any appreciable 
growth who did _ not, through outright 
purchase or sales influence, secure 
the bulk of his trade from some other 
distributor. So his eye is sharply 
trained to sense a sales appeal upon 
which he can fasten his solicitations 
and arguments. 

There was a time when the milk 
bottle was his appeal. So all distrib- 
utors adopted the glass bottle. Next 
came sanitary regulations, then came 
pastuerization until all the benefits 
of new methods were worn thread- 
bare—and all have been quite gener- 
ally adopted and practiced. 

He is discovering now that his 
greatest sales appeal is color and the 
depth of the cream jine. He has 
found—not a trace of consumer pro- 
test—but a quick acceptance. In 
fact it is the only sales appeal he has 
left. It is a big one and it is getting 
greater every year—none of which 
writing on the wall can be interpreted 
in favor of the Holstein cow. 

As pessimistic as they may appear, 
there is an aspect, however, which 
must not be overlooked. It is a sit- 
uation which offers the Holstein 
breeders one big defense upon which 
to present their case. That is the 
present proportion of Holstein milk 
to all other milk. Generally speak- 
ing, it is perhaps approximately 60 
percent of the total. In other words, 
Holstein cows constitute the actual 
backbone of the dairy industry in the 
United States. Eliminate her prod- 
uct from the market for 30 days and 
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there would be a serious milk famine 
throughout the country. 

If that is a fact, what sort of an at- 
titude may we reasonably expect the 
distributor to assume in regard to 
Holstein milk. Eliminate all milk of 
the black and white breed from the 
daily supply of any distributor operat- 
ing 25 or more wagons and you would 
cripple him seriously. He is aware 
of the situation—far better, I venture, 
than the Holstein men themselves. 
But what can he do? Absolutely 
nothing but keep up with the trend of 
consumer demand. Be mighty sure he 
is not a leader in that respect. He is 
in business to sell milk—not produce 
it. 

He is not in favor of higher test or 
colored milk. Generally speaking, ab- 
solutely not. It means the milk must 
sell for more money and already he is 
called a profiteer for raising his price 
a cent. He is, at heart, not in favor 
of creating a demand for a product 
he knows he can not supply in any 
material quantities. He knows that 
the growing tendency for higher test 
milk means higher cost to the con- 
sumer, which is pretty apt to mean 
reduced consumption—at least at this 
stage of the consumer’s knowledge 
and appreciation of the actual value 
of dairy products. 

But what can he do? Nothing but 
shut his eyes to common sense and 
ride along trusting to luck that he 
can stand the pace. 


If the Holstein men will give him a 
hand holt—by starting to proclaim in 
a national way—that color and a deep 
cream line is not the true measure of 
milk value—that a moderate fat con- 
tent is preferable, especially for chil- 
dren—that increased price if any is 
the result of greater sanitary care 
only—the Association is going to do 
the helpless distributor a real serv- 
ice—and he will not be slow in com- 
prehending it. 

But he is not the one to attempt 
to stem the tide of rising cream lines. 
His efforts alone would mean suicide 
to him. He is constantly accused of 
removing cream and he is not in a 
position to inaugurate this education- 
al work. It can’t be attempted or ac- 
complished except through some 
strong bona fide breeders’ organiza- 
tion such as your association—in a 
broad gauge national way.” 

This question of whether to sell 
Holstein milk as such or not is a 
problem the Association must solve 
very shortly. Its extension depart- 
ment has devoted a large amount of 
time to a study of the problem. There 
is an abudance of evidence that the 
plan will work in individual cases. 
There are hundreds of Holstein breed- 
ers producing Holstein milk from 
purebred cows who are selling the 
milk as Holstein milk in their com- 
munities, sometimes in the face of 
the most strenuous opposition on the 
part of the high test, high color milk 
producers. Whether the same meth- 
ods can be applied nationally and co- 
operatively remains to be seen. Co- 
operative experts have told the asso- 
ciation that such a plan will work. 
Distributors in big centers of popula- 
tion have indicated a willingness to 
assist in marketing Holstein milk pro- 
vided the plan is backed by the nat- 
ional Association by national adver- 
tising and a rigid standard of quality 
is maintained. The success of the 
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individual producer in man 

ities scattered throughout. the wa 
try indicates that the public can be 
sold Holstein milk.- In every les 
however, the quality and health ap. 
peal has been the selling argument 
that has put the proposition across 

A plan now under consideration b 
the extension committee will be laig 
before the Board of Directors at the 
meeting of the Board to be held at the 
time of the National Dairy Show 
Briefly the plan provides for national 
advertising of a quality Holstein 
milk. It provides for cooperative 
marketing of such milk through exist. 
ing distributive agencies. It Provides 
that eventually the cose not only of 
the organization but the national ad- 
vertising bills as well will be borne 
by the producers of milk. It thus 
approaches the correct fundamenta} 
principle. There is a very growing 
sentiment throughout the member. 
ship and among members of the board 
to give such a plan a trial, for it js 
realized that the national association 
representing the Holstein industry 
should lead the way in this work as it 
has lead the other activities of live- 
stock husbandry. 

Other branches of our extension 
service are functioning with entire 
satisfaction, Our calf club depert- 
ment has today more members ep. 
rolled under the banner of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian than all the other dairy 
breeds put together. Our legislative 
activities have resulted in the passage 
of laws designed to promote better 
conditions in the dairy industry 
throughout the country. Our field 
work, particularly in new territories 
has given wonderful results. There 
is throughout the dairy industry a 
keen appreciation of the Holstein as 
an econimic producer. The industry 
stands ready to buy the Holstein as 
fast as it can get money to do so. 
The association need do only such 
field work as will keep that sentiment 
alive until agriculture generally is 
financed sufficiently to do the things 
it wants to do in the way of its dairy 
livestock improvement. 

The extension department will rec- 
ommend, it is understood, a division 
of extension expenditures on an ap- 
proximately equal basis between the 
recognized cattle extension activities 
and extension activities designed to 
create Holstein milk markets. This 
it appears to the average breeder 
seems a fair division and he will, we 
believe, endorse an expenditure suf- 
ficient to give the milk plan a trial. 

While there are differences of opin- 
ion regarding the details of the plan 
there is an overwhelming sentiment 
in favor of giving it a trial and the 
Association’s financial position is such 
that it can afford to continue some- 
what near the same amount of ex- 
tension activities it has maintained 
during the past two years.

T. B. SUMMARY FOR JULY 

The July report of Tuberculosis 
Eradication Work shows Wisconsin 
leading for number of cattle tested 
with 26,408 head tested during the 
month, with New York and Iowa 
coming in second and third places 
respectively with over 22,000 head 
each. The total number of cattle 
tested during the month is 271,579 
head in 23,462 herds. The total of 
accredited herds nearly reached the 
30,000 mark this month. Indiana is 
still in the lead with 3,692 head, Wis- 
consin taking second place with 3,204. 
There are now 414,539 herds, contain- 
ing 4,603,315 head, under Federal 
supervision, and 342,273 herds, con- 
taining nearly 2,800,000 head, that 
have passed one clean test. North 
Carolina leads in this respect with 
85,394 herds that have passed one 
clean test. The waiting list now 
numbers 92,736 herds. . Michigan has 
a waiting list of 39,477 herds and 
Ohio 22,500 herds on this list.

LABOR METHODS ON ILLINOIS 
_FARM 
By ORIN CROOKER 


The manager of a Holstein-Frie- 
sian dairy farm in Illinois finds 
that he gets better returns from 
his men—and his cows likewise—by 
observing a regular schedule of work- 
ing hours. The system operates like 
clock-work and there is apt at all sea- 
sons to be a waiting list of men who 
desire employment on this place. This 
last is due largely, it is believed, to 
the fact that the men know exactly 
the hours they are to keep. 

This particular dairy farm has some- 
thing over 250 acres in cultivation. The 
milking herd consists of approxi- 
mately 125 animals. Consequently 
the labor force is large enough to be 
divided into two divisions: barn men 
and fieldmen. The barn men are not 
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expected, as a rule, to work in the 
field. The field men, likewise, are not 
required to milk or look after the 
cows. Occasionally, due to unusual 
circumstances, it is necessary to take 
a man from one kind of work and 
put him at the other but in these 
cases he is always consulted and the 
decision ordinarily rests with him. 
Usually, among the field men there 
is someone who does not mind shift- 
ing jobs temporarily. The same is 
is seldom necessary to arbitrarily ord- 
true of the barn men. Consequently it 
er a man from one form of work to 
the other. 

The barn men are called at 4 a. m.; 
the field men sleep until 5 o’clock 
Breakfast is served at 6:45 in summer 
and 7:00 o’clock in winter. The men 
are allowed 45 minutes, including the 
“washing up,” but usually they are 
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back at, their work in less time. The 
field men leave their work at 11:30 
and are supposed to have their teams 
harnessed and ready to return to the 
field at 12:45. They stop work at 5.00 
o’clock and are expected to have their 
team put away by 5:30. The evening 
milking is started early enough so 
that the barn men are through with 
their work at the same hour. The 
period from 5:30 o’clock until they are 
called next morning belongs to the 
men “without let or hinderance.” 

It would appear from this schedule 
that the barn men work one hour long- 
er than the field men. Practically, 


« however, this seldom is the case since 


there is usually a period in the middle 
of the day when there is little for them 
to do. No protest is made, therefore,

a a. To some dairy Managers 
it may seem as though this system 
involved some lost motion. The fact 
is, however, that the system operates 
<o smoothly and efficiently that much 
more is really accomplished, and with 
jess effort, than though the men were 
nurried from one task to another. The 
parn men, in particular, know what 
is expected of them in a routine way 
and the stress is placed, by those in 
charge, upon keepng the work weil 
enough in hand so that there shall be 
no delay in actual milking operations. 
A word should be said of the effect 
of this system upon the cows. The 
cow is a creature of habit. Regularity 
in her daily schedule accomplishes 
much. Consequently, it has been 
found that the strict observance of 
milking hours, regularity in feeding, 
ete, results in some increase in prc- 
duction. This routine is even  fol- 
lowed in summer in the number of 
minutes allowed the cows for their 
silage, which is fed after milking and 
prior to turning the animals onto the 
pasture for the night. Cows soon ac- 
custom themselves to an orderly sys- 
tem of this sort.

Livingston County (Mich) Secures 
Five Piebe Bulls 

A rather unique idea for a Bull As- 
sociation has originated in Livingston 
County, Michigan, which should get 
great results in that famous Holstein 
center. The Association is divided 
into four blocks in the usual manner, 
but in addition to the four sires to 
serve one in each block, a fifth sire 
has been purchased, known as the 
Central Sire, to which the outstand- 
ing animals of all four blocks will be 
bred. 

The bulls were selected by County 
Agent C. L. Bolander and Secretary 
Burr J. Hoover, both of Howell, Mich- 
igan, who visited the Minnesota Hol- 
stein Company at Austin, Minnesota. 
and purchased the five bulls. For 
the Central Sire they selected the 
four-year-old son of May Wolker Ol- 
lie Homestead, United States Cham- 
pion butter producer with 1523 Ibs. 
butter from 31610 Ibs. milk, the larg- 
est record daughter of Piebe Laura 
Ollie Homestead King. The four 
Block Sires are also grandsons of 
“Piebe”, being sired by his great 1100- 
lb. show son, Piebe Inka Homestead. 
The Livingston County breeders will 
be able to practice intensive line 
breeding with these four grandsons 
of “Piebe”’. 
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RENFREW HOMESTEAD PIEBE 
Son of the U. S. Champion butter producer, May 
Walker Ollie Homestead (1523 Ibs. butter, 31,610 Ibs. 
milk in_a year), recently purchased of Minnesota Hol- 
stein Co., by the Livingston County, Mich., Bull 
Association. 











Another innovation is that each of 
the four Block Sires will be transfer- 
red to another block every six months 
instead of the customary two years, 
which will give all blocks a more 
nearly equal chance in case one of the 
bulls should prove to be more pre- 
potent than the others. The members 
of the association are very enthusi- 
astic about the sires selected and 
under the energetic leadership of 
Messrs. Bolander and Hoover things 
should hum in Livingston County. 
Over thirty breeders have shares in 
the association besides a few scatter- 
ing shares in the Central Sire. Many 
of Michigan’s best Holsteins were bred 
in Livingston County, the only 
trouble in the past being that so many 
of their good ones have been sold to 
other counties or to other state;3. 
With these five great sires in service 
in so many herds, Livingston County 
expects to more than maintain the 
Holstein reputation they have made 
in the past. 





WISCONSIN C. T. A. FACTS 


A. J. Cramer, of the University of 
Wisconsin, has prepared a summary 
of facts regarding Wisconsin cow 
testing associations in which is most 
interesting and instructive reading. 
This report shows that while the 
average Wisconsin cow produces 4,975 
Ibs. milk, 190 Ibs. fat, the average 
Wisconsin C. T. A. cow averages 
6,882 lbs. milk, 269.7 lbs. fat, or about 
80 lbs. fat and nearly 2,000 Ibs. milk in 
excess of the average cow of the 


state. The part that the Holstein 
breed is playing in making Wisconsin 
the leading dairy state in the Union 
is shown by the statement that in 
Wisconsin cow testing associations, 
there are 7,139 registered Holsteins 
and 26,203 grade Holsteins as com- 
pared with 1,071 registered Guernseys 
with 1,893 grades and 1,004 registered 
Jerseys and 1,878 grades of this 
breed. In other words there are about 
seven times as many purebred Hol- 
steins as in any other breed in cow 
testing associations of Wisconsin and 
nearly fourteen times as many grades. 
Comparative figures show substantial 
increases in the number of milking 
machines, tractors, drinking cups, ven- 
tilating systems, steel stanchions, 
cream separators, and electric light- 
ing systems in use by members of 
Wisconsin cow testing associations. 
Eighty of the 151 associations in the 
state are 100 per cent free from scrub 
bulls, while thirty-six others have but 
one scrub bull among their member- 
ship. In the 151 associations in the 
state, there are 4,090 members owning 
69,119 cows. The list of averages by 
associations shows eleven associations 
with averages above 300 lbs. fat. The 
highest is that of the Allenton-Kohls- 
ville association with 328 Ibs. fat.

California Holstein News 


By C. L. Hughes 





at California State Fair this year 

was a matter of wide comment, 
and allsorts of theories were advanced 
as reasons by those unfamiliar with 
conditions. The fact that California led 
all the states and Canada in the 
Honor Roll of the production lists of 
The Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America last year is the best indica- 
tion of the conditions which led up to 
our. small Holstein show this year, 
and the conditions of a large number 
of our best Holsteins on yearly test 
still remains. 

With most of our best herds it was 
simply a question of taking some of 
their best cows now on yearly work 
out on the show circuit and losing 
some mighty good records or staying 
out of the show ring entirely this 
year and nearly everyone seems to 
have decided upon the staying out 
proposition. The bright spots of this 
year’s small show were provided by 
the Edwards herd from Escalon, who 
made friends through the excellence 
of their cattle, including the grand 
champion cow, Berylwood Stock 
Farm, Hueneme, whose most promin- 
ent winnings were in the younger 
classes with the get of Prince Aaggie 
of Berylwood; and the consistently 
good show made by the boys of the 
California Junior Republic who saw 
their beloved “Dic” go down to defeat 
in the aged bull class, but later had 
the satisfaction of winning the grand 
championship on their two-year-old 
bull. From expressions among

breeders it seems certain that next 
year’s Holstein show at California 
State Fair will be the greatest in its 
history. : 

The stability of prices on dairy 
products and on registered Holstein 
breeding cattle has been particularly 
favorable to the owners of compara- 
tively small herds during the past 
several years, especially where most 
of the work has been done by the 
owner and members of his family, 
leaving no labor bills to pay. One of 
the outstanding illustrations of this 
is found in the operations of Nelson 
L. Browning, Hemet, California, who 
started a few years ago with just two 
registered heifers. These heifers 
proved to be regular breeders and 
great producers. Each of them has 
dropped three calves, four of the six 
being bulls and two heifers. The four 
bulls were sold at an average age 
of seven and one-half months, for a 
total of $1,350 in cash and $100 of 
service fees retained on each bull, or 
an average of $337.50 cash and $100 
in service fees on each bull. In ad- 
dition the two original heifers both 
made official records of over 30 Ibs. 
butter in seven days and one of them 
made 1,008 lbs. butter in one year, 
while the other made 902 lbs. butter 
in one year as a three-year-old. Mr. 
Browning has kept careful records 
of his expenses and states that each 
heifer has returned her original cost 
price and feed for the year through 
the value of her milk alone, leaving

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A COW TEST OBJECT LESSON 


Several years ago, before Mr. Ben 
Middleton of Herndon, Va., had en- 
tered a Cow Testing Association, he 
was offered what he considered a good 
rice for a promising young grade 
Holstein cow and he accepted it. She 
formed part of a consignment that 
went to Cuba. Trouble in getting a 
car for shipping delayed her depar- 
ture for several days, and it so hap- 
pened that she dropped a fine heifer 
calf the day before shipping. The 
calf being too young to ship Mr. Mid- 
dleton kept it and raised it. 

This calf has since become one of 
Mr. Middleton’s best milking cows, 
and goes by the name of “February.” 
Although she is coming to the close 
of her third lactation period she has 
not been dry since she first started 
milking as a two-year-old. She start- 
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daughter and he might have had sev- 
eral equally as good daughters if he 
had kept her. Surely if he had lost 
February it would have been a loss 
that the few extra tempting dollars 
could not have made up. One of the 
things that Cow Testing records have 
shown Mr. Middleton is the fallacy of 
selling his best cows. The Cow Test 
records his cows have been making 
have brought some very tempting of- 
fers on his highest producing cows, 
but he now knows that it is to his 
best interest to turn a “deaf ear” to 
such offers. The result is his herd of 
23 cows, eleven of them heifers with 
their first calves have averaged 315 
pounds of butter fat for the first eight 
months of the testing year and should 
average better than 425 pounds of 
butterfat for the year. His average last 
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year was 335 pounds of fat for the 
year, he is just starting to reap the 
benefits of cow testing.

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SOME GREAT RECORDS 
REPORTED 


In this number of the Bulletin of 
reported tests, I am reporting three 
exceedingly fine seven-day records, 
and we all know that any cow that is 
able in a period of seven days to show 
a production of above 30 Ibs. fat is an 
exceptional cow. I am glad to see 
that none of these three tests exceed 
five per cent fat, while the second of 
them shows the exceedingly large 
milk production of 827.3 Ibs. and a 
per cent fat of 3.69. These cows are 
Grahamholm Colantha Pauline Segis, 
showing 671.2 lbs. milk containing 
30.737 lbs. fat; Piebe Laura Veeman 
Artis, showing 827.3 lbs. milk con- 
taining 30.488 lbs. fat; and Glista For- 
tuna, an even 620 lbs. milk containing 
30.228 lbs. fat. All of these cows come 
from well known herds, namely, those 
of Dr. Christopher Graham, The Min- 
nesota Holstein Co., and Cornell Unt- 
versity. 

I am also reporting two exception- 
ally remarkable long-time records, 
De Ko! Plus Segis Dixie breaking the 
yearly record with 33,464.7 lbs. milk 
containing 1,349.31 lbs. fat, and ex- 
ceeding the production of the great 
cow, May Walker Ollie Homestead by 
about 130 Iby. fat, and Adirondac 
Wietske Dairy Maid showing a pro 
duction of 31,580.9 lbs. milk contain- 
ing 1,014.47 lbs. fat as her third con 
secutive record above 1,000 lbs. fat, 
the three records averaging 32,627.5 
Ibs. milk containing 1,062.24 lbs. fat. 

While there can be no doubt as tuo 
the strict reliability of both tests, 
that of De Kol Plus Segis Dixie, is 
strengthened by the fact that she 
was under strictly official test, with 
every milking watched, weighed, 
sampled and tested from the start to 
the finish of her yearly test. There 
were many verifications and inspec- 
tions; the inspections having been 
made by Professor H. H. Wing of New 
York Agricultural College, and Pro- 
fessor T. E. Elder of Mount Herman 
School.

University of Arkansas. This herd 
with five representatives at the Ar- 
kansas State Fair last November took 
back the honors of having the junior 
and grand champion bull of the show, 
the junior champion female, the first 
prize get of sire, the first prize young 
herd, the second and third prize sen- 
ior yearling heifer and the fourth prize 
senior heifer calf. 

The present herd was started in the 
fall of 1917 when H. E. Dvorachek, 
head of the Animal Husbandry Depart- 
ment, purchased upon the advice of 
Judge Moscrip a foundation herd con- 
sisting of three females and a bull 
from the Rogers-Kollner herd of 
Stillwater, Minnesota. This herd had 
made quite a record that year in the 
show ring at the Minnesota State Fair 
and was composed of animals strong 
in the bloodlines that were being 
worked out on the Moscrip farm. The 
bull purchased as a future herd sire 
and upon which the future success of 
the herd may be traced to a large ex- 
tent was Dalles Colantha Johanna Lad. 
This fellow stood fifth in his class at the 
1917 Minnesota State Fair in strong 
competition. He was sired by Eden- 
wold Colantha Johanna King, a son of 
a 25-lb. daughter of Colantha Johanna 
Lad and sired by Spring Brook Heilo 
Johanna King, who was by Wisconsin 
Bess Chief. His dam was a double 
great granddaughter of Colantha Jo- 
hanna Lad and was first prize two- 


year-old at the 1917 Minnesota Siate 
Fair. As a two-year-old she made a 
record of 20.05 lbs. butter from 352.2 
Ibs. milk. She was then purchased by 
Judge Moscrip but unfortunately 
died before making another record. 
Dalles Johanna Colantha Lad sirea 
all the prize winners’ of the 
University herd at the 1921 Ar- 
kansas State Fair including the first 
prize get of sire. The university has 
at present eight daughters of this bull 
in their herd and is using him as sen- 
ior herd sire. He is somewhat more 
angular than the type of Holstein bulls 
that are winning in the show ring 
today, but he is a bull of wonderful 
middle and heartgirth and is trans- 
mitting these qualities to his off- 
spring. 

One of the females purchased was 
Madison Jennie Friend, who, in dry 
form, stood third in the aged cow class 
at the 1917 Minnesota State Fair and 
according to a Hoard’s Dairyman’s re- 
port of the show, was the ringside 
favorite. She had at that time a 19- 
lb. record and a semi-official record of 
556.8 lbs. butter from 14002.5 Ibs. 
milk in 312 days as a senior 3-year-old. 
She was sired by Sir Johanna Friend 
Clothilde and was out of Madison 
Jennie, a 29-lb. cow with a year rec- 
ord of 820 lbs. butter. Soon after ar- 
riving at her new home she dropped a 
bull calf sired by Dutchland Aaggie 
Tidy Prince and was put on yearly test 
making 641 lbs. butter from 18,873.7 
lbs. milk as an eight-year-old. The 
bull calf was sold to the State Agri- 
cultural School at Monticello in whose 
herd he is still in service. Her next 
calf was a heifer sired by Dalles Co- 
lantha Johanna Lad. This heifer 
stood second in the senior yearling 
class at the Arkansas State Fair last 
fall and was considered by many the 
best female in the show. The Univer- 
sity has recently purchased from Wis- 
consin a son of this foundation cow 
sired by Moscrip’s Johanna Bonheur 
Champion and will use him as junior 
herd sire. 


The other aged cow purchased from 
the Rogers-Kollner herd was North 
Star Jennie Beets, a maternal sister 
of the above cow, being also out of

Madison Jennie and sired by Sir Beets 
Cornucopia Netherland, the grand 
champion bull at the 1913 National 
Dairy Show. In the spring of 1918 
she dropped her first calf, a heifer, for 
the university, sired by Dutchland Aag- 
gie Tidy Prince. Her next calf was 
a bull sired by the herd sire. This 
fellow is still in the herd and was 
shown last fall at the Arkansas State 
Fair where he won first in the sen- 
ior yearling class and took both jun- 
ior and grand championship honors. 

The third female of the foundation 
group purchased in the fall of 1917 
was a senior yearly heifer sired by a 
son of Sir Beets Cornucopia, Nether- 
land and out of a daughter of Madison 
Jennie Friend. At the 1917 Minnesota 
State Fair this heifer was first prize 
junior yearling. Thus far this heifer 
has given the university four calves, 
three of which have been heifers. One 
of them was first prize senior heifer 
calf and junior champion at the Ar- 
kansas State Fair last fall and two 
of them were shown as produce of 
cow, taking second place. 

In addition to these three founda- 
tion females the university has added 
a few others and is developing the en- 
tire herd by official and semi-official 
testing. One of the daughters of the

senior herd sire Dalles Colantha Jo- 
hanna Lad, has produced in 112 days 
as a two-year-old 5739.9 lbs. of milk 
containing 280.4 lbs. of butter. An- 
other one has made in 117 days 208.4 
Ibs. of butter from 4882 lbs. of milk. 
As a whole the herd being developed 
by the Arkansas Agricultural College 
has the type and producing qualities 
that will help the Holsteins win over 
the dairymen of the wonder state.
